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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed April 4, 2005, and the arguments have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The claim rejections have been withdrawn. However, 
Claims rejections 35 USC 112 (first and second paragraphs) have been applied. Therefore, a 
non-final office action follows as below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 

with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 

described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 

pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Applicant 

addresses on the second paragraph of page 4: 

The impeller then distributes direct air over the top surface which creates a second 
vacuum zone at the periphery of the paddle to provide the force necessary to support 
the wafer over its entire face. 

It is not clearly understood as to how the "impeller*' which distributes "air over the top surface" 

would create "a second vacuum zone". Note that the air being pushed by the "impeller" would 

rather creates a chaotic or turbulent flow "over the top of the surface". 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 2-5,7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 recites "means defining an intake orifice" (line 4) and also recites "means 
including a fan impeller for drawing air through an intake orifice" (line 7). It is unclear 
that the recited "intake orifices" are the same "orifice" or different "orifice". Moreover, the 
exact meaning of the recited phrases "an additional secondary vacuum at the periphery 
of the paddle to provide an additional secondary lifting force" (claims 7 and 8) are not 
clearly understood as to how "the additional vacuum" is created and also "an additional 
lifting force" is provided. Also note that regarding claim 8, the word "means" is preceded 
by the word(s) "means for defining an intake orifice" in an attempt to use a "means" 
clause to recite a claim element as a means for pertomning a specified function. 
However, since no function is specified by the word(s) preceding "means," it is 
impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). 

Allowable Subject Matter

6. Claims 7 and 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. Claims 2-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
